Fishing Outlook Is 
Good for New Season 


It's going to be good fishing 
for local sportsmen. That is, if 
nimrods here are among the 
first to get into San Antonio 
canyon and at other streams 
and lakes in this district. 

Four thousand mature trout 
were placed in San Antonio can- 
yon by the state fish and game 
commission last week and mil- 
lions more of fish are ready for 
distribution. Jack Boaz, a com- 
mission employe, was in Upland 
yesterday, conferring with Leigh 
Thompson, secretary of the Izaak 
Walton league, Southern Cali- 
fornia council. 

“It is planned to stock Pud- 
dingstone and other dams with 
as many bass as possible,” Mr. 
Thompson said. “In the Los 
Angeles city reservoirs are many 
bass, and these will be distribut- 
ed to suitable places. The pros- 
pect is fine for the fishermen.” 

Puddingstone, near San Dimas, 
has four miles of water, and 
thousands of persons are expect- 
ed there May 1, start of the fish- 
ing season. San Antonio canyon 
and other streams have received 
various shipments of trout dur- 
ing the season.

The Sharkey Bill—For or Against? 


The more we hear it explained and the more we think 
about the Sharkey bill which is to be voted on at the election 
on May 3 the more we ‘‘are up in the air’? ax to whether we 
should vote for or against it. 

Speakers both for and against the bill have aired their 
side of the proposition before the directors of the Upland 
chamber of commerce. The first speaker heard here represent- 
ed interests in favor of the passage of the bill These inelude 
all the eight or ten big concerns in the oil industry. This gen- 
tleman stated that 90 per cent of the small eoncerns—eommon- 
ly known as the independents—also favor the ill’s passage. 

The second speaker—representine the independents—claims 
that practically all the independents are against the bill, but 
don’t dare come out in the open and say so beeause they are 
at the mercy of the major concerns when it comes to marketing 
their product, such as the use of the major concerns’ pipe lines, 
ete. He also claimed—contrary to general belief—that the in- 
dependents are making a profit even under present conditions 
and at present low prices of gasoline. 

The bill is apparently a conservation measure. At the same 
time it is really a control measure—and the independents argue 
that it is a scheme of the major companies to squeeze them out 
of business by that control. The speaker for the independents 
also claimed when here that this eontrol, or eonservation, is 
not necessary, as there
